Why Isn't It! 


W 


HO can define a beautiful 


woman? What is the s.'-ie or 
cosine of the angle of her 


nose? How shall we measure the 
whorls of her ears? Is.there a stand- 
ard size for beautiful hands and feet? 
How far IB wit a necessary element In 
a woman's beauty? How far animation 
or even anlmallty? Thus asks The 
New Statesman 
(London) and con- 


tinues: "There is no fixed answer to 
any of these questions. We call a 
woman beautiful aa we call a scene 
beautiful—merely, perhaps, because a 
certain kind of beauty is In fashion. 
RossettTa women may appear beautiful 
to one generation and hideous to an- 
other. It Is all a matter of taste, like 
the beauty of a London fog. Today, it is 
possible, there are people who regard 
Mr. John's women as beautiful. Even 
Mr. Epstein's contemptuous Venus may 
have charms for a sufficiently young 
•and fashionable age. There is no dany- 
Ing that the fashion of beauty haa al- 
tered in all the arts, -and that, whore 
our fathers 
loved 
regularity 
and 


smoothness, our younger brothers pre- 
fer irregularity and roughness. In the 
next generation boys will probably 
swear that 
Juliet's nurse is more 


beautiful than Juliet, if they do not do 
BO already. The present age Ia more 
incapable than any recent age of pro- 
duclng a Venus do Mllo because It In- 
finitely prefers a Venus de Koogo. One 
wonders at times whether this is only 
a pose or whether youth has lost the 
power of making proper use of the hu- 
man eye." 


A Hard Problem. 


The writer Is perhaps in fear of be- 


ing dismissed as an old fogy, or a dis- 
appointed and disillusioned blight; and 
he softens the severity of his stricture 
on the extravagances of youth, which, 
he «ays, haa "merely altered a myth." 


"We have made a rayth of a small 


number of names, and the very men- 
tlon of them brings a light Into the 
room—Helen. Cleopatra, Alary Queen 
of Scots—but it Is possible that In 
counting their possessors beautiful we 
are deceived. Horace Walpolo bought 


an old account of the trial of Mary 
Queen of Scots In which she was de- 
scribed as 'a large, lame woman.' It 
is no large, lame woman that we wor- 
ship under her name, but beauty frail, 
impassioned, defeated. Her portrait 
haunts us with its appeal. Irreslstalble 
and helpless. We feel toward her as 
Burke felt with regard to Marie An- 
toinette: 'I thought tan thousand 
swords must have leaped from their 
Biabbarda to avenge even a look that 
threatened her with insult.' There are 
men tor whom a beautiful woman Jus- 
tifies any cause. To take the life of a 
beautiful woman seema to them the 
very peak of crime. They are roman- 
ticists who demand a lovely heroine 
and who would embrace Bolahevism 
Itself for the sake of a pair of blue 
eyes. Even those of us whose love of 
beauty ia tempered with common sense 
can not but wish that the cause In 
which we believe had not shed the 
blood of a beautiful queen. We ore of 
the queen's party, even though we re- 
joice in the French revolution and 
though. If she had lived on Into wrin- 
kled prosperity, we might have hated 
her. 
Burke's bombast, however we 


may smile at it, wakens an echo in 
our hearts. 'Surely never lighted on 
this orb, which she hardly seemed to 
touch, a more delightful vision. I saw 
her Just above the horizon, decorating 
and cheering the elevated sphere ahe 
had just begun to move In; glittering 
like the morning star, full of life, and 
splendor, and Joy.' It la strange that 
the women whose beauty we are most 
inclined to exalt and Idealize should be 
women who suffered tragically. It Is 
as though pity were a necessary part 
of the sense of beauty. The beautiful 
woman who does not engage our emo- 
tions is, as a rule, merely a comedy 
character. By suffering alono can a 
beautlftil 
woman add a cubit to her 


stature. 
If Roasetti's women appear 


beautiful It may be largely due to the 
fact that they are obviously unhappy." 


Further he continues: 
"The imagination conjures up In ad- 


vance a vision which no reality can 


live up to. One expects one's knees to 
be turned to water by the sight of su- 
preme loveliness, and lo! one stands in 
its presence, a critic, comparing this 
shell to the image in one's mind, miss- 
ing the ecstacy one had felt in antici- 
pation. It hae been said that the clev- 
erest man ia only a little cleverer than 
other men. It nuty be that the most 
beautiful woman la only a little more 
heautiful than other women. We ex- 
pect too marked a difference between 
hoj and the rest of human beings. The 
desire to insist up^n ther-dlfference led 
the writer of the 'Song of Solomon' to 
declare of a beautiful woman that 'her 
nose Is like the tower of Lebanon, that 
looketh toward Damascus,' It was In- 
tolerable to him to think that the 
queen of women should have a nose 
that was only liko a nose. We have 
always had a doep respect for Rudel, 
the Troubadour, because he was able 
to continue to the real woman the 
worship ho had given 
to an Image. 


When he fell in love with the Countosa 
of Tripoli, he knew nothing of her but 
what ho had heard of her beauty from 
pilgrims: 


" "And for the sake of her he took 


the Cross and set out to sea. And on 
the voyage a grievous illness fell upon 
him, so that those who were In the 
ship thought he was dead, but they 
brought him to Tripoli and carried him 
to the Countess, and she came to him 
and took him in her arms, and he 
knew she was the Countess, and re- 
covered consciousness, and 
praised 


God and thanked Him for having let 
him live to see her. And so he died 
In tha lady's arms.' 


"We know how Anatole France 


would have ended that atory. He 
would have made the 
Countess of 


Tripoli considerably worse than a 
large, lamo woman, even though In 
pity he would probably not have al- 
lowed her lover to recover conscious- 
ness and learn the truth. Our age 
takea more pleasure In knowing that 
Illusions are Illusions than men of a 
more, romantic time took In the illu- 
sions themselves. It may be, for all wo 
know, that the beautiful countess of 
Tripoli was an Illusion and that Rudel 
was simply, like Don Quixote, a man 
unamenable to experience. We envy 


All About 


Macaroni 


N 


OT enough housewives realize 


the food value of macaroni; If 
they did it would appear oft- 


ener on the table. 


Of course, almost everyone has heard 


of macaroni since earliest childhood, 
but not many persons know anything 
about its history, its manufacture or Its 
unlimited possibilities as a food. They 
have never taken the.time to find out 
whether It IB made of celluloid or India 
rubber, or have the remotest idea of 
how the holes are put into th* long. 
slender tubes. 


Macaroni 
originally consisted of 


lumps of flour paste and cheese which 
were compressed into balls. • The Ital- 
ian name, "Maccheroni," cornea from 
"maccare," meaning to crush. Al- 
though we do not know in what coun- 
try or by what people this pasta was 
first made, we -learn that it was manu- 
factured in China at a very early peri- 
od. It Is thought that the Germans re. 
ceived their 
knowledge from the 


Chinese, and they la turn gave the in- 
formation to the Italians, who for cen- 
turies have used It as their national 
food. 


The Japanese, however, claim that 


they were the .originators of macaroni 
and It is true that they have used it for 
several hundred years. The first time 
that we hear of Its use in Italy Is In 
the fourteenth century. 


For a long time it was thought that 


no country could make so good a mac- 
aroni as Italy, for special kind of 
wheat was grown there, a variety hav- 
ing a horny grain and a large amount 
o£ gluten. But now the wheat fields of 
Algeria, Russia, the Argentine Repub- 
lic and the United States, especially In 
the Middle West, are as rich in gluten 
as the finest varieties of Italy. 


The- raw material used in making 


macaroni spaghetti and vermicelli Is a 
coarsely-ground flour called "semoula" 
or "farlnola." which la very glutinous, 
as most of the starch has been re- 
moved. If macaroni IB prepared from 
a starchy flour It win become pasty 
and adhesive when cooking, the pipe* 
losing their original form. 


It la interesting to know a little 


about how macaroni la manufactured 
In our own country, and ao it will be 
well to follow a small quantity of hard, 
or "durum," wheat as It passes through 
one of our numerous factories.

The rich, beautiful perfume 
which pervades the wardrobe of the 
Queen and others Is done by fumiga- 
tion, 


"You take some hot wooden blocks," 


said my Informant, "or a sheet of tin, 
or even an old and very hot dripping 
pan, and you put your perfume in It to 
simmer in your clothea press.

If you do It properly, and you 


will after one or two attempts, your 
clothes press will be scented like a

"Yon ask how can a woman Invent 


her own perfume? And I would advise 
the woman of moderate purse to go 
about getting a scent of her own, too. 
One essential for the woman who can 
not afford perfume batha, steam sprays, 
etc., are thumb bags for the bath. 
These are half the size of the thumb 
and they contain

"Another essential Is the sweet burB- 


Ing powder for the clothes press. Cin- 
namon Is not bad, though you do not 
want to smell like a fruit cake.

Experiment and make use of 
the most expensive tapers you can af- 
ford,

"I regard a clove pillow as absolute- 


ly necesuary to the sweetening of the 
wardrobe. I take an envelope and fill 
It with finely powdered cloves. This I 
enclose In many tissue wrappings and 
finally I sew it In the heart of a cush- 
ion.

"One of the very new things of the 


perfume specialists' invention Is the 
kid sachet, which Is used for perfuming 
blouses. For these kid sachets take 
the tops of kid gloves and dip them 
In the heaviest kind of essence and let 
them dry in the dark. Use attar If you 
can afford it 
When dry the kid has an 


inexhaustible fragrance. Cut into strips 
It can be used In boxes and drawers. 


"Perfumes that come out In the wash 


are poor things. When an article Is 
properly perfumed. It Is scented fof 
life. Never will the delicate threads 
be entirely scent free. 


"I have a way of scenting slippers 


which I regard as the refinement of 
perfuming. 
I take some good bath- 


bag mixture and nil the slippers with It, 
I make a mixture of coarse bran and 
orris root enclosed in tight little bags 
and some heavy sachet powder of lav- 
ender and rose. With thia I stuff the 
slippers. Then I tie thorn up IE per- 
fumed silk and lay In 6 tight bo*.; 
When I open the slippers some days, 
later the slippers are veritable hot-i 
house gardens. 
' 


of all, the glutinous flour is put into a 
wooden box. or trough, with enough 
warm water to moisten it. After it has 
been thoroughly mixed by machinery 
it resembles India rubber In appear- 
ance and tenacity. It is then forced 
through holes In the bottom of a cast- 
iron barrel very much like a colander. 
The barrel is filled with dough and a 
plate of iron which exactly fit* It is 
pushed down by a press. 
Th«* paste 


thus forced through the bottom, taking 
the shape of the holes. In making mac- 
aroni the holes are the size of the re- 
quired tube and In the center of each 
is a steel pin,, or mandrel, which ren- 
ders the macaroni tubular in form. 
These macaroni pipes are then cut Into 
the correct lengths and placed on long 
wooden frames to dry. The process of 
drying takes several days and requires 
much care. The rooms In which the 
macaroni 13 hung must be kept at a 
certain temperature and not a single 
draught Is allowed to enter the apart- 
ment. Too much moisture is apt to 
sour or mildew the paste and too much 
draught of air causes the macaroni to 
crack. When thoroughly dried the 
macaroni 
pipes are weighed, put in 


packages and lebeled. 


Bark Is Not Wood 
B 


ARK on trees and shrubs cor- 


responds with the skin on aa- 
Imals. But it isnt wood, ac- 


cording to one scientist, and it Isnt 
formed as wood is formed. It cover* 
the wood, and It Ia generally an easy 
matter to separate the bark from the 
wood. Hemp and Jute and flax are all 
bark — the outside covering of certain 
vegetable growths. 


Bark IB composed of three layers of 


tissues. 
The Inside layer conducts 


food to the plant, and under a magni- 
fying glass is seen to be made ap of 
fibres. Then there Is the "green zone," 
as it Is called, and this also is fibrous 
and help» feed the plant. The outside 
layer is cork, and is really dead. That 
Is, these cork cells develop and die Im- 
mediately, so one really sees only a 
dead tree when he looks at the bark. 
The cork of commerce is the bark ol 
a certain kind of tropical tree, but tb« 
outer layer of bark of all trees is tech- 
nically known as cork, and the little 
cells going to make it up art 
cork.

HERE is a general belief that 


dynamite 
exerts 
its 
force 


downward, and 
in proof of 


this the average man will point to the 
fact that dynamite exploded on the 
ground will tear a hole In it.

HEN, in the year 1906, In- 


spector of Police Faurot of 
New York returned from a 


ourse of finger-print study at Scot- 
and Yard, in London, he was bursting 
pith such enthusiasm over this means 
if detecting criminals, which was to 
lupersede the Intricate Bertillon sys- 
tem, that ha had little difficulty in per- 
luadlng the Police Commissioners to 
idopt it 
But the Inspector couldn't 


:onvince everybody in headquarters, 
ind one of the most incredulous was 
the veteran custodian of the building.

burned Copernicus and quartered Ga- 
lileo if he had lived in either astrono- 
mer's century. Living in the nine- 
teenth and twentieth centuries he ad- 
mitted that the sun might be the cen- 
ter of our system and that the earth 
might move round It, but of one thing 
he was sure, and that was—this tak- 
ing of finger impressions Inspector 
Faurot was so confident would b1j an 
Infallible 
mestns of recording 
crim- 


inals was piffle! 


A Convincing Argument. 


In order to convince the officers in 


the newly organized department that 
they were wasting time and the city's 
money 
the doubting 
custodian was 


willing to sacrifice some of his skin; 
he descended into the depths of the 
Police Headquarter* building where 
he had a grindstone and ground off 
the akin of his finger tips. Then he 


presented these suffering extremities 
for a test by which Inspector Faurot's 
ideas must stand or fall. The experi- 
ment proved the former, for the Im- 
pression 
of 
whorls and loops and 


arches—lines on the finger tips—was 
stronger than if he had not ground oS 
the skin. The test showed that these 
lines are not like beauty, merely skin 
deep. 


There are no more doubters, says 


Lieut Allen, who ia in charge of the 
finger tip bureau. And William Ham- 
mersley, finger tip expert, who has 
been at work therein storing up data 
since the bureau was started, said that 
this method of detecting and 
cata- 


loguing criminals Is now used all over 
this country and in most of the other 
civilized 
countries 
of 
the 
world, 


France, which doted on its Bertillon 
system, disliked to admit the suprem- 
acy of England, which was the first 
to adopt the new plan, but eventually 
had to fall In line. 


Thousands of Impressions. 


In the New York bureau there are 


fllc-d more than 300,000 fingertip Im- 
pressions. Not all of these are orig- 
inal with New York, for they come 
from police investigations made in all 
parts of the world. Should a crim- 
inal come bcforo the 
authorities In 


Japan, 
China, India 
or 
even the 


islands of tho Indian ocean and his 
finger prints be taken a copy is sent 
to be filed here. 
More 
ordinarily 


these prints com§ from England and 


the European 
countries, 
for there 


flourishes the international rogue. 


Similarly when a bad man is caugbt 


In Newark or some more outlying city 
of New Jersey his finger tips are mul- 
tigraphed and added to the collections 
of all our cities. Upon receipt of an 
inquiry into the offender's past, ac- 
companied by this 
pictured record, 


Mr. Hammersley or another expert 
looks him up in the vast cabijiet col- 
lection of police headquarters to see if 
the criminal under investigation haa a 
metropolitan record. 


But out of a collection of over 300,- 


how can one little set of impression's 
of ten (or less) 
digits be accurately 


found? 


"Easily and Infallibly," answers Mr. 


Hammersley. "If that particular crim- 
inal was ever down here and had his 
finger printa taken we can find them 
in a couple of minutes. In this respect 
the bureau in the thirteen years I have 
been with it never has failed. 


Finger Prints More Important. 


"For a case in point, take this noti- 


fication from the Chief of Police of 
Newark. On one side of this printed 
paper are two photographs of a thief; 


on the other are the records of hid 
fingers. We pay cursory 
attention 


nowadays to the photographs, and our 
closest attention to the finger impres- 
sions. This man's fingers show whorls 
and loops; they count up to a certain 
number, and by counting under tne 
microscope the complete or broken 
lines (they may he either) from Greek 
delta to delta, that is where the lines 
converge, we obtain a common de- 
nominator. 
Thus we obtain certain 


infallible 
numbers which 
put thia 


criminal in a certain class of finger 
impressions. He can be in no other. 
Whorls and loops, you' understand, 
have- a numerical value, and we go at 
once to the cabinet and the section 
where the records of this valuation 
are kept 


"But suppose the man had three 


fingers amputated from his left hand 
and one from the right hand, then he 
would be safe from your folio because 
you couldn't reckon up the valuation; 
isn't that so?" 


Allow for Missing Fingers. 


This was the question put by the 


knowledge seeker, who thought it waa 
a poser. It wasn't. 


"We a kw for the loss of Cn^.rs,' 


said the export, "and given the equa- 
tion we always are able to arrive at 
the common denominator; ascertain 
the valuation and class the man where 
ho belongs. 


"Toiiay, even, we had such a case; 


a record was sent to U3 of a pick- 
pocket arrested In Boston 
recently. 


He had lost one finger from his right 
hand and two from his left. Here Is 
the. record sent to us and (he turned to 
a cabinet, took out a portfolio and 
produced another record) here is ours. 
You see the figures, the numerals, are 
the same in both. We can give Boston 
a complete criminal history of their 
pickpocket. 


"We are 
asked to find an escaped 


convict from Jacksonville, Fla., and 
the Chief of Police there has furnished 
this bureau with a set of finger prints. 
You see they are of the composite 
type. There arc but four types of finger 
marks—the composite, tho arch, the 
loop, the whorl. We call them our 
four patterns and everybody's fingers 
fall Into one of them. The loop may 
be ulnar or radial, but these classifi- 
cations can be distinguished only with 


difficulty save where they are illus- 
trated. As you see, 
we 
keep four 


charts with 
these 
patterns grossly 


magnified. 
The composite pattern Is 


what its name implies and jve do not 
encounter it often. Now this infallible 
record of that Jacksonville convict is 
filed here and if ho ever comes in on 
any charge we have only tfl look at 
his 
impressions 
and we have him. 


Then we wire the word to Jackson- 
ville. Isn't it easy? 


Surprise to Criminals. 


"Are 
the criminals surprised when 


we toll them who they are and recount 
their 
exploits performed in distant 


parts of the country and sometimes in 
another hemisphere? 
Surprised isn't 


the proper word; they gasp and take 
us for a ouija board. 


"They appear under different names 


with plausible stories. In former days 
justice might find it hard to get the 
truth. Not so today. 
We read their 


finger prints, and these always put us 
on the right track. 


"Most criminals are Indifferent about 


having the impressions taken, while 
they protest, distort their faces and 
try all means to circumvent the cam- 


era when w« seek to take their like- 
ness for tha Rogue-s' Gallery. 
Once 


In a while w« get a wise one who ob- 
jects to hafing his finger tips Im- 
pressed. In many cases we do not let 
him know tl^t it is being done, for 
why should wo invite trouble? It is »o 
easy to take them. If he will hold a 
piece of white paper in his hands we 
have him; his finger tips are there but 
not yet visible. Would you like to see 
how It Is donat Well, lay your hands 
slightly on Urij sheet 
of 
common 


writing paper, l«ave them there a frac- 
tion of a second only, now place it on 
thia desk. 
D» you see anything on 


the surface of !&• paper?" 


Of course not. What was ther* to 


see? 


The expert then lightly sifted »om« 


ordinary 
graphita 
powder over tht 


sheet of paper an4 there appeared in 
strong contrast to: the white margin 
complete impressions of the nng«r 
tips. 


"This experiment shows how help- 


less any person Is who would pr»- 
fer for any reason not to leave a rec- 
ord of his fingers."—New York Sao 
and Herald.

There is one woman member

United States added th« second of 
the world's greatest battleships to 
her fleet Tuesday \uth the launch- 
ing here of the super-dreadnaught 
Colorado from the New York ship- 
building yards 


Colonel Theodore Roosevelt, a3- 


slstant secretarj of the navy and 
third of his fainilv to 
officiate at 


launching of an Arnetican warship, 
gave the signal 
which sent 
the 


giant craft on its journey down the 
ways, and Mrs Max Melville 
of 


Denver. Colo., broke the bottle of 
champagne over the bow and gave 
the ship its name.

In size and power, the Colorado 


is surpassed by no other battleship 
afloat and Is equalled by only one 
other battleship, her sister 
ship, 


the Maryland, launched at Newport 
News In MarcTT, 1920 
Two other 


ships of the same class, the Wash- 
ington and West Virginia, are now 
under construction. 


The chief characteristics of the 


Colorado are 


Displacement 32,600 tons length 


624 feet, speed 21 knots; 
main 


battery eight 16 Inch guns; second- 
ary battery, fourteen five-Inch guns 
and four three-Inch aircraft guns, 
two submerged torpedo tubes and 
enlisted complement, 1,448 men. 


The nearest rival of the Colorado 


and her sister ship are the Japan- 
ese battleships of the Nagato class, 
a,nd the British ships of the Qu«eu 
Elizabeth class. The Negato class 
ships', of which there are three, 
have a displacement of 29,000 tons, 
while the ships of the Queen Eliza- 
beth type, of which there are five, 
have a displacement of only 27,600 
tons 
Both the Nagato and Qu&en 


Elizabeth are armed with 15 inch 
guns 
While Great Britain has no 


oattleships at present equal to th« 
Colorado in all around equipment 
she proposes one battleship which 
is larger, the Hood, which is the 
largest battleship now afloat

HE name of Jerusalem Is re- 


peated on Easter Day by mil- 
lions and millions of flowers 


of the Christian religion as well as the 
Jewish. 
If one stops to think how 


many times the word Jerusalem has 
been repeated during the 2,000 years 
that have passed since the appearance 
of the Nazarene on the platform of the 
, world history, one must 
admit that 


there la no city In the world that can 
rival with Jerusalem in fame. The 
name of Jerusalem has become a fa- 
miliar and sweet name to many a na- 
tion and many an Individual. 


Since the time of Crusaders the city 


of Jerusalem did not attract the atten- 
tion of the nations until the Syrian 
campaign of General 
Allenby. The 


Golden Gate has been closed for cen- 
turies by the Turks for fear that the 
prophecy might be fulfilled which pre- 
dicted that on a certain Friday a 
Christian conqueror will enter Jeru- 
salem through the Goldea^a|e, tagm, 
inating the Turkish rule over the Holy" 
City. The Golden Gate is still closed 
with mortar and stone, yet the prophe- 
cy was fulfilled by Allenby's entrance 
through the Jaffa gate. 


The Easter season la by far the busi- 


est and most Interesting one of Jeru- 
salem. The setting in of Spring makes 
it possible as well as pleasant for tour- 
ists and visitors from all parts of th« 
globe to gather In the Holy City and 
see with their eyes the place whose 
name is world-famous and on which 
scenes occurred that tended to bring 
about decisive turning points in the 
history of the human race. 


The Garden of Gethsemane. 


One of these places is the Garden of 


Gethsemane. As the Hebrew name in- 
dicates Gethsemane was an olive gar- 
den, with an "oil press" on its 
grounds. The present garden is situ- 
ated 
on the western slopes of the 


Mount of Olives, a little distance up 
from the Kldron Valley. 
Although 


very much reduced In size, It still con- 
tains some of the old olive trees that 
stood there when the Galilean spent 
the night with his eleven followers be- 
fore he was betrayed. The place has 
been turned into a beautiful flower 
garden, and from here cards are sent 
to all parts of the world with flowers 
from Gethsemane glued on to them. 


On Green Thursday before Easter 


the vast number of visitors walk down 
the slopes of Mt. Mira, on which the 
temple stands, cross the Kldron Valley 
near 
Sitti 
Mi ram, the tomb of St. 


Mary, and 
enter tho garden 
after 


ascending a distance up the Mount of 
Olives. For lack of space to accom- 
modate the visitors, they are allowed 
to remain a short time on the place. 
during which they can sing a hymn or 
read a passage from the New Testa- 
ment and then make room for new- 
comers. Hymns characteristic of all 
Christian nations are sung in almost 
every civilized tongue in the quietude 
of tho garden. 


Calvary. 


Calvary was a hill on which crim- 


inals were crucilied. 
The crucifixion 


was an old eastern habit. 


Tho historical 
hill of Calvary, on 


which the three crosses of that Good 
Friday, stood, has disappeared. On its 
Site the Church of the Holy Sepulchre 
has been built by Helena, thj wife of 
Emperor Constantino, of the Byzantine 
empire, in tho fourth century after tho 
Christian era. On this place the cele- 
bration of the foot washing and the 
Holy Light takes place.

But the most attended festival Is the 


celebration of the . Holy Light. The 
celebration is world famous and year- 
ly attracts visitors from all parts of 
the world. At 1 o'clock in the after- 
noon of the Saturday before Easter, 
the light is given out from the front 
chamber of the tomb by the 
Greek 


Orthodox Patriarch and is passed on. 
by the anxiously waiting youth of Jeru- 
salem. Every individual who carries 
a candle lights It from the light next 
to him and in a marvelously short 
time the light is passed on through . 
the different parts of the interior of 
the church, out into the yard, up to 
the visitors on the flat roofs of the 
church, through the city and out into 
the churches of the whole country.

Renewal of Bloodshed. 


._ Cattlemen say that the sheep In- 
terests have been 
responsible for 


the renewal of bloodshed and con- 
ditions bordering on rural anarchy, 
while the sheep raisers blame the 
cattlemen, charging the latter with 
taking advantage of abnormal con- 
ditions from the world war to break 
the unwritten contract 
that only 


Iheep could graze on the Utah side 
Of the imaginary "deadline." 


During 
the world war, Utah 


ranchers made strenuous efforts to 
Increase production, and lack of 
railroad facilities left them with a 
surplus of forage crops. 
To dis- 


pose of this surplus, they made con- 
iracts with the cattlemen to feed 
iheir stock in what had been for- 
Mdden territory. 
The cattlemen 


lave taken advantage of this situ- 
ition to put cattle on the 
sheep 


•ange, it is claimed. 


Utah 
sheep 
men have openly 


stated that they would force 
th« 


cattlemen to open all the free range 
in northwestern Coloraod to atook 
of all kinds. 


Three times within the past year 


they have endeavored to Insert an 
entering wedge by throwing small 
bands of sheep across the boundary 
line Into Colorado. 


On the first occasion seven mask- 


ed men rode Into the sheep camp of 
Snellen Johnson, or Vernal between 
Skull Creek and 
Hed Wash, 
in 


southwest Moffat county. The In- 
vaders bound the sheepherders and 
clubbed 
350 
head 
of ewes and 


lambs to death. 


Sueepherder Murdered. 


Some-time later the sheepmen 
again put their stock on the range 
!n the same vicinity. For a month 
they were not molested, but then 
one night another 
masked party 


opened fire on the herders from the 
darkness. John Darnell, of Craig 
in charge ofj the sheep camp, was 
killed by a powerful rifle bullet. 
Part of the sheep were killed and 
the remainder were scattered on the 
range to bcoine the victims of pred- 
atory animals. 


Sheriff Sam Mosier and Coroner 


J. G. Clayton investigated the kill- 
ing of Durnell. Their attempts to 
secure evidence however, was block- 
ed. The sheepmen at the scene of 
the shooting wre apparently reluct- 
ant to have the affair handled by 
the authorities. J. E. Price, father- 
in-law of the dead herder, testified 
that eleven men were in the party 


i that attacked the camp, but he de- 


i clined to identify any of the raiders. 
It was openly stated by many resi- 
dents of western Moffat county that 
Price suppresse dthe names of sev- 
eral prominent cattle raisers thru 
year.

ing anxious for an early peace," 
says "Mermeix," "he seems prob- 
ably under the Inspiration of Per- 
ehing and other American generals, 
to have been unopposed to a pro- 
longation of the war for several 
daya or even several weeks.

from a short conversation he had 
with Marshal Poch on October 31, 
before the first meeting of the Su- 
preme War Council at his house.

years. It will be interesting to watch, therefore, if the 
experience of the live stock men is repeated in other in- 
dustries. Should it be, we may see less industrial concen- 
tration, a condition wherein each district becomes more
